Are 
the converts aged men 7—Well, are they taught 
to be “sober, grave, temperate, sound in faith, ia 
charity, in patience?”

Weil, are they taught to be—“in behavior as 
becometh holiness. and false accusers, not given 
to much wine?” But as the converts are chief- 
ly young women, let us see what the effects of 
four days meetings are on them. Are they led 
by them to be sober, to love their husbands, to 
love their children, to be discreet, chaste keepers 
at home, good, obedient to their own husbands, 
that the word of God be not blasphemed.”—Ti- 
ius ii, 1—6. Do they learn in silence with all 
subjection ; and do not usurp authority over their 
husbands? See Titus ii I—9. 1 Tim. ii. 9—13, 
and 1 Peter, ii. 1—6. With many other texts I 
might cite, descriptive of a female christian, living 
under the influence of the religion given by Jesus 
Christ. Permit me then seriously to ask—are 
the fruits, which these and the similar texts de- 
scribed, the fruits brought forth by the converts 
at four days meetings? Does that female love 
her husband, who is the mistress of his consci- 
ence as‘well as her own, and who usurps such 
authority over him, that there is no peace, unless 
he goes to her meeting, and subscribes tamely, 


that domestic concerns are but of secon lary con- 
sideration. His work ¢empels thems be keep- 
ers abroad, keepers at meeting, and obedient to 
him. In vain do the husbands of such females 
remonstrate with them, for the minister rules 
them ; and they rule their husbands. He dictates, 
the wife obeys, and the husband must submit. 
| He rules all the concerns of the family, except 
in providing for it, which he leaves to the hus- 
band. And, when the poor husband returns 
from his labor, he finds his house in disorder and 
the children in an uproar. He asks—where is 
your mother? The poor children reply, she is 
gone to meeting—or, she is gone to Mrs. A’s, to

meetings in the neglect of domestic duties... Their 
understandings are not instructed in divite-truth, 
their morals are no better, and their tempers 
and dispositions are often made worse: The 
person, who before was open, affable, and agree- 
able, is now made reserved, morose, and disagree- 
able, by being converted after the modern ortho- 
dox fashion. Nor is this all; some become mel- 
ancholy, some mad, and some are driven to sui- 
cide by modern revivals of religion. To enu- 
merate all the personal, domestic, and other 
mischiefs which result from them, would require 
a volume. I shall only notice briefly. 


Qd. The effects of four days meetings on the 
community at large. I begin then near home ; 
Some of the best men and women in orthodox 
churches, are disgusted at such proceedings, un- 


puts his children to bed, and retires to rest his 
weary limbs for the labors of the coming day ; 
and after ten or eleven o’clock at night, some 
pious brother sees her safe home. If he com- 
plains or grows angry, he is sure of a curtain lec- 
ture,which may last unti] morning, with, perhaps, 
some exhortations about the importance of attend- 
ing to the concerns of his soul. The husband 
must be a natural fool, if he is converted by such 
a wife, or to such a religion. 

Sometimes the converts at four days meetings 


der the name of revivals ofreligion. Again—they 
are leading many rational and intelligent men, 
to treat all serious religion with indifference. 
And, not a few are driven into open and avowed 
infidelity, by such things being palmed on the 
world for the religion of Jesus Christ. Who 
that knows any thing of this religion taught in 
the New Testament, will pay any regard to such 
fooleries under the name of religion? And all 
who do not learn their religion from this source, 
are likely, either to rush into the arms of infidel-

6th. Let us notice how a four days meeting ends. 
The actors at it, do not, like the Savior, feed the 
multitude before they send them away. No; 
some ofthe multitude have to feed them alkthe 
four days, and on better fare than fish and bread. 
—Yea, the multitude pay them yearly salaries, 
for frightening them and their children, with the 
devil sad collin hell torments in the world to 
come. If an ignorant domestic, only frightened 
etheir'children one half so much with hobgob- 
jins, she would be severely reprimanded if not 

i ied, ut people are simple enough to pay 
the ry toe keep them in terror of eternal 
torments, least they should become licentious in 
their conduct. And, some professed Universa- 
lists “may blush, when they consider, that they 
contribute their money to support this delusion.— 
‘But, how does a four days meeting erd? As it 
hag been a season of great bodily exertion, and 
terror presented to the mind, the multitude are 
sent away, wearied in body, and many distressed 
in their minds. Some go home to have a fit of 
sickness. Most go home dejected and melan- 
choly, not fit for living in comfort, and still less 
fit to die in theit present céndition, if one half 
their preachers said be truey But some go home 
to cut their throats or hang/themselves, that they 
may know at once the worst of their condition. 
And many, who may escape these evils, go home 
to encounter severe domestic trials from the 
saints said to have been made at this four days 
meeting. Few, very few, go home glorifying the 
God of Israel, for what they have either seen or 
heard at such a meeting. Even those who go 
home converted, return, joining trembling with 
their mirth, for though they are said to have 
obtained a hope, it does them very little good. 
They are all their life time subject to bondage, 
through fear of death. 

111. Ishall now compare our Lord’s three 
days meeting with modern four days meetings. 
They hardly agree in asingie circumstance. Ist. 
Our Lord’s three days meeting, was only once, 
and accidental Four days meetings are nuimer- 
ous and by express appointment. 

2. Our Lord had no hand in getting up his 
three days meeting, nor wus there any sectarian 
design to accomplish by it, either on his part, 
or the people who attended it. Four days mee- 
tings are got up by the clergy, and with the ex- 
press design to make converts to the sect; and 
are continued three, four, or more days, as there 
is an appearance of success. 

3d. The object of the people in attending our 
Lord’s three days meeting, was the cure of the 
bodies of the deceased.—The object of four days 
meetings, is the cure of people’s souls. It does 
not appear, that a single person came to our 
Lord’s three days meeting, to have his soul saved 
from hell. But people at four days meetings 
ure expected to come there for nothingelse. ‘The 
Doctors who attend them, are immortal soul sa- 
vers from endless hell torments, not restorers of 
sight to the blind, ears to the deaf, or causing 
the lame to walk. No person could dispute the 
reality of our Lord’s cures, for the persons healed, 
were the evidence of it. But what proofis given, 
or can be given, that these pretended immortal 
eoul savers have saved a single soul from endless 





by it, into all the endless projects of the self-styled 
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misery in the world to cume ? If this was indeed 
done, it is ishing a greater and more 
benevolent , than was performed by our Lord 


at his three days meeting. But the thing said to 
be done rests entirely on their assertions, nor can 
any satisfactory evidence be given of the facts 
asserted. Visible facts prove, that too many of 
their converts saved from hell, have not been sa- 
ved from their sins. But even this does not make 
such pretended immortal soul savers blush, nor 
does it open the eyes of many to their silly pre- 
tensions. 

4th. At our Lord’s three days meeting, there 
were, “four thousand men besides women and 
children.” It will be admitted, that men formed 
the great part of the assembly. But at four days 
meetings, yea, at most orthodox meetings, wo- 
men and children form the chief part of the as- 
semblies. There is frequently seven Women to 
one man. And if report be true, we have heard 
of :n orthodox church, which had not a male 
belonging to it, except the minister. They bor- 
rowed deacous when they had the communion. 

5th. Tt was no object, at our Lord’s three days 
meeting, to make his sect popular, and get the 
pews sold or letin jis half-empty meeting bouse. 
But who can deny, that four davs meeting were 
invented,and are now carried on by various sects, 
for this selfish sectarian purpose. They would 
adandon them at once if such an object as this 
was notin some degree accomplished by them. 
This is also proved, by the mortification which 
cnsues when a four-days meeting fails in produ- 
cing its intended effect. ‘The sects which fail of 
success, are sadly disappointed. 

6th. Our Lord conducted his three days mee- 
ting alone. There is no evidence that his disci- 
ples assisted him in any part of the cures, or 
works done at ii, except in distributing the loaves 
and fishes with which he fed the multitude. But 
who ever heard of the minister in a place, get- 
ting up and carrying on a four days meeting sin- 
gle handed? No, it requires generally as many 
hands to accomplish this wonderful work, as it 
did to raise the meeting house where a four days 
meeting is held. .The ministers, or immortal 
soul savers in the neighborhood, come to assist 
him, and he goes to assist them when it comes to 
their turn to have a four days meeting. But, 
the manner of conducting our Lord’s three days 
meeting, and a four days meeting, are radically 
different, as must be obvious from what is said 
under the preceding divisions of our subject. 

7th. Our Lord’s three days meeting was nev- 
er intended as an example to be followed, or as 
an excellent plan to get up a revival, to add num- 
bers to the sect. But four days meetings were 
invented, and are now followed by most sects, 
calling themselves orthodox. Some look upon 
them, as the very thing which is to produce the 
long looked for Millenium.—No sect is deemed 
either orthodox, or interested in religion, who 
does not adopt four days meetings. They are 
often repeated.and are considered essential in pro- 
moting religion. 'The Lord’s day is not one half 
so much thought of, or one half so beneficial in 
making converts, as one of these meetings. More 
converts are made at a four days meeting, 
than on all the Lord’s days in the year. It will 
not surprise us if four days meetings supercede 
the first day of the week altogether. But men in 
all ages have been fond of their own traditions. 
Who felt more deeply for the cause of true re- 
ligion than Jesue Christ and his disciples 7 But 





poor simpletons, they never thought of the glori- 
ous plan of four days meetings to make converts. 











Nor did the Pilgrim fathers, who are held up 
our imitation. No, nor are they recognized} 
the Saybrook, Cambridge, or Andover creed 
None of these persons had brains enough: to j 
vent four days meetings to promote even sectarj 
an feligion leaving christianity out of the question 
If we sin then, in rejecting four days meeting 
as a modern sectarian invehtion, we sin in co 
pany with Christ, his apostles, the pilgrim father, 
and wise men who framed the above creeds, 

8th. Our Lord’s three days meeting was be. 
gun, carried on, and conducted ; and all the good 
effects produced at it without any attempts to 
terrify the multitude with the devil or endless helj 
torments. But without these, very little could 
be done ata four days meeting. Our Lord made 
no use of these, to terrify_the multitude, and set 
the women and children te crying with his hell 
fire sermons. But thisis the grand engine, which 
produces effect in promoting the revivals of the 
present day. 

Mh. At our Lord’sthree days meeting we are 
certain, that the spirit or power of God was pre- 
sent. The cures performed andthe miracles 
wrought to feed the multitude prove this. But, 
we demand the proof to be laid before us, that 
the spirit of God attends a four days mecting.— 
Indeed, what effects are produced at them which 
requires this? Does it require the power of God 
to frighten a few women and children? Does it 

require his power to make them sigh and sob, and 
| believe and do, just as the clergy at such meet- 
ings bidthem? Ifthis all be true, how comes it 
to pass, that the spirit of the Lord operates % 
much on women and children?) The workman 
is known by his workmanship. But: all the et 
fects produced at a four days meeting, give la- 
mentable proof that men are the workmen. All 
know that children are easily frightened. And 
who dues not know, females are constitutionally 
timed & tender in their feelings. God made them 
so, and it is just as much the honor of their sex 
to be so, as it is dishonorable to the male sex to 
be like them in this. The effects produced a 
four cays meetings, are easi'y accounted for 
without the power of God. The strange and ter- 
rific descriptions of endles hell.torments, the di- 
reeti@ddresses to the passions and fears, andthe 
whole scene in matter and manner, are calcula 
ted to shake stronger nerves than.most females 
possess. ‘The wonder is, not that so many, bat 
that so few are brought over to the sect by such 
unscriptural orthodox measures. If it requires 
the power of God to produce the effects at four 
days meetings it must also require his power, to 
produce asimilar effect, when a child is frighten- 
ed with hobgoblins.—And the spirit of the Lord 
must also attend the Theatre, when similar ef- 
fects ure produced there. But it is certain, some 
are made sick, others are made. melancholy; 
some are made mad, and others commit suicide 
as the effects of four days meetings. Does the 
spirit of God also produce these blessed effects! 
If not who produces them? place the whole of 
them to the account of the clergy, the suicide not 
excepted. It is more than high time men were 
roused, yea, alarmed at such impositions on the 
public, aitended with such effects. 

10th. The prominent feeling, manifested by 
our Lord at his three days meeting, was compas- 
sion. ‘This compassion manifested itself in‘heal- 
ing all that were diseased, and in feeding the 
whole multitude before he sent them away. But 
it deserves our special notice, that not a hint is 
dropped, that he exercised, or needed to exer~ 
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titude, in saving them from éndless hell tot- 
nts. If it is said, the historian omitted to re- 
ord this, let it be accounted fur, why he should 
it the thing, which most concerned the multi- 
de and is deemed above every thing else, a mat- 
of concern to all in the present day. And if 
js not conveniént to account for this, let it be 
hown that our Lord on some other occasion, 
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‘showed his compassion to immortal souls, and 


as be. 


wake of their awful danger, as is done at four 
days meetings now. The Bible contains nothing 
ike this. Wow then can any man believe, that 
wr Lord believed as orthodox people do, about 
the danger of immortal souls, yet speaks not of 
them, or exercised his compassion in saving them 
fom hell. He felt more compassion for a deaf, 
adumb, or a lame man, than he did for an im- 
mortal soul, which orthodox people say is ready 
to drop into endless misery. At his three days 
meeting, he said not a word to the multitude un 
the subject. The conduct of the clergy, at four 
days meetings puts the Savior to the blush. They 
pretend to be filled with deep compassion for 
poor imimortal souls, and all their exertions are 
used, to save them from hell torments. Their 
chief talk is about the wrath of an angry God; 
about the poor immortal soul under his wrath ; 
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and about its certainty of going to endless burn- 
ings, if not saved from them. At the same time, 
issuing very contradictory prescriptions, as to 
how the poor soul may be saved frog: them. 
It is a libel on the character of the compassionate 
Savior lo say, he believed as these men talk, yet 


showed no compassion to the immortal souls of 


to vast a multitude. With all these men’s ter- 
tific addresses in view, their agonizing tones and 
gestures, and their hypocritical tears, who will 
believe that their compassion exceeds that of the 
Savior? According to their pretensions, they 
have far more compassion for immortal souls than 
their owners, Jesus Christ, God himself not ex- 
cepted. Oh! how anxious they seem to be, to 
have men’s immortal souls saved from hell. Ifit 
was in their power, it would soon be done. And 
if God has the power, and is only half as willing 
as they are, why is it not cone? ~The reason is, 
no such thing needs to be done. But such men 
always assume, that it needs to be done, and here 
lies the whole ground of their impositions prac- 
ticed on the public. If people will not take the 
trouble to investigate this one single point, let 


them go on pampering, and praising, and pray- 


ing such men for frightening them with endless 
hell torments. 

But after all, four days meetings are only the 
means to attain a certain end.—The purposed 
end is, to have a revival of religion produced by 
them. What passes for a revival of religion in 
these days, is well known.

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are they known in Europe. An orthodox clergy- 
man once asked me, how [ accounted for there 
being so many revivals of religion in this coun- 
try, and yet we had none of them in Scotland. I 
replied—-if he would account to me for another 
thing, I would aceount to him for this, You 
have published in your journals high encomi- 
ums on Scotlan?, respecting the vast number of 
intelligent christians found there. Now, can you 
tell me how all these christians were produced, 
without your revivals? This reply confounded 
him, and he left me without further remarks. I 
have since learned, that this very man, who is 
still orthodox, now thinks about as highly of re- 
vivals of religion as I do. Why not send over to 
Scotland, to find out how the clergy there make 
christians without any such revivals? And would 
it not be well to inquire why tle spirit of God 
converts so many more females and children in 
America than he does in Scotland? It is very 
certain, that if the revivals in our day he the 
work of the spirit of God, he operates very dif- 
ferently in Scotland and in America. 

3d. What passes for revivals of religion are even 
of recent date in America. The pilgrim fathers 
had no such revivals among them, nor did they 
adopt any such measures to produce them. On 
the contrary, if the orthodox in this region had 
lived in their day, they would have been whipped, 
or banished the commonwealth, for their heresies 
and fanaticism. The orthodoxy of the New- 
England churches now, is far, very far, from be- 
ing the orthodoxy of the pilgrim fathers. And it 
shows how ’the mighty have fallen, when they 
are obliged to adopt in support of their cause, the 
self invented schemes of those whom they form- 
erly denounced as ‘‘sectarians.” 

Ath. The congregational clergy, never fell in with 
modern revivals, or the ways of promoting them, un- 
til they perceived their rapid decline as a sect in 
numbers ; power and influence. It is only a few 
short years since I heard the Congregational cler- 
gy denounce such revivals among the Methodists 
and Freewiil Baptists, as wild enthusiasm. And 
can any person have forgotten that Dr. Beecher 
only a year or two ago, denounced Messrs. Bee- 
man and Finney for their fanaticism in the state 
of New-York.—He declared, ifallowed to go on, 
they would produce “a moral desolation in the 
land.’, But Mr. Finney is now brought on to 
Boston to get up a revival, which the Dr. is not 
able to accomplish. It is a sure sign, that ortho- 
doxy is in a dying state in Boston, when Dr. Fin- 
ney is called from the south to visit the patient. 
But if the religious Doctors here cannot revive 
her, and keep her alive, the case is hopeless.— 
We have believed for some time that orthodoxy 
was dying in the country, or at the extremities, 
but the case is alarming, if it has approached the 
heart, or come to Boston. Itis very doubtful if 
modern revivals will prolong her existence much, 
for the Boston Recorder of March 30, denounces 
them. So does the Rev. Mr. Thacher in the 
Boston Telegraph, who Dr. Ely says. is “Calvin- 
istic up tothe hub.” See the extracts made from 
these papers in the Trumpet of April 16. Why 
then send for Dr. Finney ? for if orthodoxy is dy- 
ing under moderate doses of religious excite- 
ments, Dr. Finney will likely give her such a 
dose of it, as may send her to her long home in 
a single night. It should be remembered that he 
is a bold practitioner. Do the Boston Doctors 
perceive, that orthodoxy must die, and to get rid 
of the disgrace of killing her, with their new*com- 








of Calvinism Arminianism and some other 
isms, wish ber tu die under Dr. Finney’s hands. 
But who does not know that females have done 
more, to prolong the life of orthodoxy, than all 
the Doctors put together. They have watched 
and nursed her, by night and by day, or she 
would have been dead long ago. If she dies, if 
cannot be for want of abundance of woney to 
provide for her comfort—for ages yet to come. 
Who will be her heir ? for she has a large prop- 
erty to leave to somebody. 

To econclude—It may be asked me—can you 
blame those who believe in endless misery for 
their zeal in saving souls from hell ? I bleme them! 
No. I blame them for their cold zeal if sucha 
doctrine be true. And 1 blame them for their 
parsimony and inconsistency. Let them live on 
bread and water, and part,with all they havepto 
save souls, 
are engaged in saving immortal souls from hell ? 
Their extravagance in diet, dress, arid accommo- 
dation, give the lie to their whining pretensions. 

BIBLE SOCIETIES. 

The following circumstance is related by Br. Rayner, 
who is now pastor of the Universalist society in Portland. 
Our readers may decide whether the object of Bible So- 
cieties are to furnish the destitute with the scriptures 


gratuitously. The transactions to which Br. R. alludes 
took place in Standish, Me. 


In our late visit to that town, as mentioned in 
another article in this paper, we were made ac- 
quainted with a circumstance, relating to the pro- 
ceedings of said Society, which, we could hope 
isa single one. At apy rate having ascertained 
the precise facts in the case, we think it right to 
make them public. A gentleman of the town, 
with whom we became acquainted, informed us 
that he became a member of the Bible Society in 
that place, about the time it was established— 
and he paid the initiating fee as required. Some 
months since, (we did not enquire the precise 
time)this gentleman, in conversing with a neigh- 
bor, avery poor man, and a town pauper, witha 
wife and nine children, enquired of him if he had 
a Bible.

'The gentleman told him he would 
get one for him. He accordingly applied at the 
depository of the Bible Society; stated the case 
of the poor man, and requested a Bible to give 
him. ‘This was not granted, but the person ap- 
plied to said he would consult with the Rev. Mr. 
Merrit, (formerly settled Congregational Minis- 
ter of the town, and now one of the Managers of 
the Bible Society, and we suppose a principal 
one.) Some time after, the above gentleman 
made application again for a Bible for the poor 
destitute family ; but with no better success than 
before. He further informed us that he applied 
four or five times, but without effect. The last 
time he applied, which was but a few days ago, 
after being denied the gift of a Bible for the fam- 
ily alluded to, he offered half a dollar for one, as 
he had told the poor man he would procure one 
for him. But he was told he could not have one 
short of 75"cents. He observed he could get one 
in Portland for 50 cents.—and therefore did not 
take it. These are facts which we are ready to 
substantiate ; and here we are at liberty to state 
that, on application, we will furnish the name both 
of the poor man, destitute of a Bible, and also the 
name of the gentlemen, who, in his behalf, made 
application as above, at the Depository of the Bi. 
ble Society in Standish. Query. What is the

“HOPE THOU IN GOD.” 

That there is Being, whom christians call God, 
who presides over the natural and moral world, 
is @ proposition that reason and the evidences 
of creation alone, will compel us to admit. In- 


man, and make him the creature of chance. 

There may be, and doubtless there are those, 
who, from false notions of the nature and pur- 
poses of our heavenly Father, think that happy 
they shbuld be, if they could be assured that there 
is no, God; or that “death is one long, eternal 
sleep.” This must be an unnatural state of mind, 
and that of perfect ignorance of the paternal 
character of God. In such a state of ental feel- 
ing, no person can indulge that child like confi- 
dence, in the goodness of heaven, which beecmes 
the recipient of his Maker’s bounty, or “hope in 
God.” 

Hope being an expectation of some good—an 
expectation indulged with pleasure, aud a confi- 
dence that that expectation will be realized, in or- 
der that we may have hope in God, the character 
ofthe divine Being must appear to our under- 
standing, as worthy of our confidence and esteem. 
His purposes must be fixed and immutable, and 
dictated by the principle of cternal love. In or- 
der that our expectation may be unwavering, 
that in which we place our hope, must be, also, 
immutably fixed eternally the same. And as 
a pre-requisite to the indulging of that expectation | 
with pleasure, some permanent good must be| 
comtemplated. We think these positions will! 
appear plain to every one, who will turn his at- 
tention within his own bosom, and reflect on the | 
state of his own mind, when he indulges any ex-| 
pectation. THe will find that his hope falters, in| 
proportion as his object appears dubious; and his| 
confidence is weakened and indulged with less! 
pleasure, as the object of his hope is deprived of | 
good. 

Hence we may infer, that in order that we! 
may “hope in God,” and indulge an expectation | 
in him with pleasure, we must contemplate him, 
not only as our Creator and heavenly Father, but 
also as our bountiful Benefactor and everlasting | 
Friend. Unchangeability niust attach to the di-| 
vine character, in order that our hope in him, 
may be permanent; for if the character of God 
could ever change, and his omni-benignant good- 
ness could ever suffer any diminution, our hope, 
however bright it may now appear, will vanish 
from our vision, and the phantoms of despair, 
dance in the mirror of our imagination. That I 
am correct in these positions, will appear evident 
from the numerous cases of self-destruction, 
which are known to arise from a loss of the ob- 
ject of hope, and a mid-night gloom of mental 
darkness and despair brooding over the mind. 

The term, God is only the name by which the 
Deity is recognized, in christian cdmmunities. 
A name imports nothing, it only brings to the 
mind an idea of something of which we had be- 
fore formed a conception. And the term, God, 
brings into the mind an idea ofa Supreme Being, 
whose nature, attributes, perfections and purpo- 
ses, we had previously contemplated. We form 
a Deity for ourselves, according to the best evi- 
dence we are able to obtain from the expanded 
volume of nature, and the book of divine Reve- 
lation. And hence we may discover the reason

ollock, in his Course of Time, and Thompson

The other, in painting the miseries of the 
damned, those persons whom God had created, 
gives the following glowing and heart-revolting 
description ; 

“Of heavenly make 

Origiual the being seemed, but fallen, 

And worn and wasted with enormous wo, 

And still around the everlasting lance, 

It withered, convulsed, and uttered mimic groans, 

And tried, and wished, and ever tried and wished 

To die ; but could not die.” 


Had the pious David believed in a God of an- 
ger and wrath he never, would have enjoined it 
upon us to hope in him; for the injunction would 
be arbitrary, anda compliance with it, must be 
an utter perversion of the law of our moral na- 
ture.

LOVE YOUR ENEMIES, 

That all doctrines which deny the efficient 
goodness of God, or that “Jesus is the Saviour of 
the world,” have an evil effect on the heart of 
man must be evident to every reflecting mind. 
They teach mankind to disregard the requisi- 
tions of the law of love. They deny the doctrine 
of our Saviour, ‘love your enemies ;” and call 
that old saying which was the characteristic of 
Judaism, love your friends and hate yeur ene 
mies, the truth of heaven. "This is manifest from 
the fact that Limitarians most strenuously con- 
tend that God does not love his enenies ; but that 
he hates them, and will continue to hate a part 
of them as long as he shall exist. Ought they 
not then, to be consistent with their belief, hate 
their enemies? This must be obvious ; for they 
are told in the scriptures of divine truth to be- 
come followers of God as dear children. Now 
how can they be followers of God unless they act 
upon the same principle that he acts? If, there- 
fore, they believe that their heavenly father’s 
government 1s executed ina partial and proserip- 
tive manner, we may reasonably expect to find 
their dealings characterised by the same cruel 
and proscriptive spirit. Such being their views, 
they have the arrogance to declare emphatically 
that they are the representation of the God of 
heaven. Hence we see them being governed by 
the spirit of their religion, while they ere promp- 
ted by their interest to picture to the gratification 
of their friends, the beauties of heaven, consig0- 
ing their enemies, their wicked opposers, into a 
state of unlimited despair. But this spirit of par- 
tialism that requires the sacrifice of reason, that 
limits the exercise of charity and benevolence, 
and asserts that hatred should be exercised tow- 





ards enemies, has no more to do with the prin 
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ciple of christianity than the cruel Nero hnd 
with the principle of virtue: for Jesus Christ, 
while discoursing upon this subject, plainly de- 
clared that we should love our enemies. And 
this he taught because God’s favor was impartial- 
ly bestowed upon all, upon the evil and the un- 
thankful, as well as the grateful and the good. 
Here it will be seen that our Saviour founded his 
doctrine in the immutable love of our heavenly 
Father, and that all limitarians found theirs in 
partiality. Limitarians found their doctrine in 
partiality because they believe God is partial, that 
he has respect to persons, that he hates sinners. 
Now people who are thus circumstanced, are 
bound by their creeds to disregard the admoni- 
tions of wisdom.

in hypocrisy ; having their conscience seared with a hot 
iron.” .

Mr. S. said he “‘could not look in the face, when he was 
an Universalist.” To show the nature of the curse an- 
nexed to the law of God, Mr. S. presented before his 
hearers “the damned ghost” of the rich man, mentioned 
in the parable, Luke xvi. 

In support of his third proposition, viz. the existence 
of a devil distinct from man, Mr. S. quoted Ist Peter v, 
8.—He was opposed to the doctrine of Universalism, 
which says every one shall be punished for all his sins, 
because on this ground, he could not see how any could 
he saved. He seemed to think there could be no salva- 
‘tion, but a salvation from just punishment, or the pains 
of a hell ina future world. 

2ndly. Mr. S. attempted to show that Universalism is 
a departure from the Christian faith, and is the doctrine 
of devils.—To prove this, he in the first place said, «J 
am bold to say it ;”’ next, that the devil preached Uni- 
versalism in the garden of Eden; and in the 3d place, that

| Mr. S. next mentioned some of the arguments which he 
said were used by Universalists to support their doctrine,

curse; that salvation fiom this punishment in a future 
state, is profiered on certain conditions to be performed 
in this ; that these conditions were faith and repentance ; 
that all who were not thus prepared for heaven must be 
endlessly miserable ; and as some died in sin, of course 
they could not be saved, because there is no knowledge 
in the grave, and no one ever repented in hell. Mr. S. 
once knew aman die in a fit of drunkenness—who, as 
he said, ‘‘entered another world a drunkard.”
